Transport     of     Carbon     Bisulphide. — 

Under  the  Bisulphide  of  Carbon  (Convey- 
ance) Regulations,  1948  (S.I.,  1948,  No. 
2373)  which  came  into  operation  on  Nov- 
ember 8,  tanks  of  more  than  600  gall, 
capacity  in  mechanically-driven  road  tank 
wagons  for  the  transport  of  carbon  disul- 
phide  must  be  divided  into  self-contained 
compartments  none  of  which  must  hold 
more  than  600  gall,  (the  previous  limit  was 
500  gall.). 
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Labelling  of  Soft  Drinks. — The  Minister 
of  Food  has  amended  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order,  1946,  to  enable  wholesalers  and  re= 
tailers  to  dispose  of  existing  stocks  of  soft 
drinks  bearing  the  approved  S.D.L  label, 
free  from  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order.  Soft  drinks  so  labelled  may 
be  sold  by  wholesalers  until  March  i,  ipdq, 
and  by  retailers  until  June  i,  1949.  The 
amending  Order  does  not  apply  to  sales  by 
manufacturers,  packers  or  labellers. 

Diphtheria    Immunisation    Progress. — 

In  the  first  six  months  of  1948  34.7.000 
children  (including  288,000  in  the  under- 
fiye  age  group)  were  immunised  against 
diphtheria  by  local  authorities.  The  Min- 
istry of  Health  target  for  the  year  is  the 
protection  of  635,000  infants  before  their 
first  birthday.  In  1947,  states  the  Ministry, 
there  were  about  10,000  cases  of  diphtheria 
resulting  in  244  deaths  (against  the  pre- 
war average  of  50,000  2,900). 

Import  of  Oititica  Oil. — The  Board  of 
Trade  states  that  whilst  no  further  pur- 
chases of  oititica  are  to  be  made  on  public 
account,  stocks  in  the  United  Kingdom  are 
sufficient  to  meet  all  reasonable  demands 
for  some  time  ahead.  A  further  announce- 
ment will  be  made  so  soon  as  the  Board  is 
prepared  to  issue  import  licences.  Supplies 
will  be  freely  available  from  the  Sundry 
Materials  Department's  agents,  the  Oiti- 
tica Oil  Co.,  London  and  Liverpool.  A 
licence  to  purchase  and  use  the  oil  is  now 
no  longer  required. 

Proposed    Institute    of    Biology. — The 

Biological  Council,  representing  nineteen 
biological  societies,  is  to  conduct  a  postal 
ballot  to  find  what  support  there  would  be 
for  a  proposed  Institute  of  Biology  (to  be 
concerned  with  legislation,  employment, 
and  public  relations)  with  possibly  a  club 
and  meeting  rooms.  Biologists  not  mem- 
bers of  one  of  the  nineteen  societies  may 
obtain  ballot  papers  from  Dr.  J.  F.  Danielli, 
The  Chester  Beatty  Research  Institute, 
Royal  Cancer  Hospital,  Fulham  Road,  Lon- 
don, S.W.3.

ing at  present  would  only  cause  further  de- 
lay in  the  pricing  offices.  If  the  averag- 
ing system  seemed  to  work  too  well,  how- 
ever, the  Ministry  and  the  Executive  might 
be  loath  to  change  it.  Turning  to  the 
chemists'  contract  under  N.H.S.,  Mr. 
Holmes  pointed  out  that  it  necessitated  the 
payment  of  not  less  than  N.J.LC.  rates, 
that  the  rota  fee  was  intended  to  cover 
overheads  if  no  prescriptions  were  dis- 
pensed, and  that  suitable  containers  had  to 
be  used  for  all  medicines  (tablets,  for  ex- 
ample, should  not  be  issued  in  envelopes).

N.H.S.  Payments  Negotiations.  —  An- 
other meeting  between  the  Northern  Ire- 
land Minister  of  Health  and  Local  Govern- 
ment and  the  Pharmaceutical  Negotiating 
Committee  is  to  be  held  shortly.

Replying  to  Mr.  Tom  Driberg  on 
November  29,  the  Minister  of  Food  (Mr. 
John  Strachey)  said  he  had  recently 
offered  to  the  West  Indian  Colonies  a  ten- 
year  guarantee  to  take  concentrated 
orange  juice  up  to  a  maximum  of 
5,000  tons  a  year.  The  offer  had  been 
accepted  by  the  growers  and  producers  in 
Jamaica,  Trinidad  and  British  Honduras. 
A  formula  for  the  annual  revision  of  prices 
for  the  first  five  years  of  the  contract  had 
been  agreed  ;  a  fresh  formula  for  the  re- 
maining half  of  the  contract  would  be 
worked  out  later  on.  Plans  were  already 
in  hand  for  a  wide-scale  expansion  of  citrus 
acreage  in  the  Islands,  and  for  the  instal- 
lation of  factories  and  modern  equipment 
for  the  production  of  juice.  He  hoped 
that  the  long-term  agreement  would  bring 
an  increasing  supply  of  juice.  Mr.  Dri- 
berg asked  if  he  would  intensify  the  cam- 
paign to  make  welfare  foods  better  known 
and  better  used,  and  he  replied :  "  Cer- 
tainly, that  is  a  consideration  which  we 
have  very  much  in  mind." 

Whale  Oil  Transactions 

Sir  Waldron  Smithers  asked  the  Min- 
ister of  Food  on  November  29  the  basis  on 
which  he  had  decided  the  price  to  pay  for 
whale  oil,  and  whether  he  would  in  future 
allow  private  traders  to  tender  for  whale- 
oil  contracts.  "  On  the  basis  of  ordinary 
commercial  considerations,"  replied  Mr. 
Strachey  to  the  first  part  of  the  question, 
and  "  No,"  to  the  second. 

Development  Charges 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was 
asked  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Hurd  on  November 
30  if  he  would  state  the  arrangements 
for  offsetting  development  charges  under 
the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 
in  cases  where  a  factory  extention 
was  to  be  built  on  land  already  held 
for  the  purpose.  Sir  Stafford  Cripps 
replied :  This  matter  has  been  care- 
fully considered,  but  I  have  reached  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  not  possible  to  extend 
to  land  developed  for  additional  factories 
the  special  arrangements  made  for  land  de- 
veloped  for  a  house  for  the  owner's  oc- 
cupation. The  treatment  to  be  given  to 
claimants  of  this  kind  will  be  a  matter  for 
consideration  in  framing  the  Treasury 
scheme  under  Section  58  of  the  Act. 
It  was  impossible,  said  the  Minister,  to 
make  regulations  for  special  cases.

Face  Cloths 

Mr.  a.  H.  E.  Molson  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  December 
2  what  controls  applied  to  the  production 
and  distribution  of  "  washing  cloths,"  and 
why  they  were  not  usually  available  in 
chemists'  shops  but  were  sold  by  street  ven- 
dors and  in  open-air  markets  in  London. 
Mr.  Harold  Wilson  replied  :  The  use  of 
rationed  cloth  for  the  manufacture  of  face 
cloths  or  washing  cloths  was  prohibited  un- 
der the  Miscellaneous  Textiles  (Manufac- 
ture and  Supply)  Directions,  1942,  but  some 
manufacture  was  permitted  under  licence. 
The  Miscellaneous  Textiles  Directions  were 
revoked  on  November  15.  since  when  there 
has  been  no  control  specifically  directed  to 
the  production  of  face  cloths ;  manufac- 
turers of  those  goods  must,  however,  com-i 
ply  with  the  provisions  of  the  rationing  order 
when  acquiring  the  cloth  from  which  thel 
goods  are  made.  At  no  time  have  the 
channels  of  distribution  for  face  cloths  been 
subject  to  control. 

Drugs  for  Private  Patients 

Sir  Wavell  Wakefield  asked  the  Min- 
ister of  Health  on  December  2  why  a  per- 
son insured  under  the  Act  who  elected  to 
remain  a  private  patient  of  a  doctor  whoj 
was  taking  part  in  the  State  service  was! 
debarred  from  receiving  "  pharmaceutical 
drugs  and  appliances  "  free  of  charge  under 
the  Act.

The  connection  between  strychnine  and 
emetine,  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph 
of  Sir  Robert  Robinson's  address,  is  a  not- 
able example  of  the  surprises  that  science 
occasionally  brings  us.  We  must  accept 
the  condition  that  the  field  of  research 
tends  to  narrow  for  each  worker  as  he  or 
she  probes  more  deeply  into  the  secrets  of 
nature;  but  there  is  no  loss  in  that  factor. 
In  the  course  of  his  address  the  president 
gave  a  authoritative  warning  on  the  peril 
of  neglecting  "  pure  "  science.  "  There  is 
immediate  danger,"  he  said,  "  in  the  cur- 
rent depreciation  of  fundamental  research, 
not,  of  course,  absolutely,  but  relatively,  in 
comparison  with  technological  applications 
.  .  .  As  in  a  biological  equilibrium,  there 
is  a  natural  interdependence  between  pure 
and  applied  research  ...  it  is  impossible 
to  dissect  the  elements  of  real  progress." 
The  organism  will  soon  die,  he  added,  if 
one  of  its  limbs  is  isolated. 

Curry  Powder 

Your  discriminating  discussion  of  curry 
powder  (p.  735)  evokes  memories  of  an 
article  about  which  there  has  been  much 
ink  used  when  pharmacists  had  a  larger 
sale  than  they  now  have  for  spices.  Till 
about  fifty  years  ago  it  was  customary  for 
instructed  housewives  to  order  spices  for 
domestic  use  from  the  chemist  rather  than 
from  the  grocer.  The  first  recommendation 
of  the  Food  Standards  Committee  (p.  718) 
strikes  me  as  too  loosely  worded.  The 
mention  of  "  spices,  aromatic  seeds  and 
aromatic  herbs  "  suggests  that  in  the  minds 
of  its  members  there  is  some  distinction  be- 
tween these  three  classes  that  eludes  the 
ordinary  citizen.  Perhaps  it  is  a  metaphysi- 
cal distinction.  Again,  neither  "  farinaceous 
material "  nor  salt  appears  in  any  recipe 
for  curry  powder  known  to  me,  though  I 
admit  the  possibility  of  such  ingredients 
being  found  in  curry  powders  in  commerce. 
In  any  case  it  is  best  for  manufacturers  of 
them  to  adhere  to  traditional  ingredients. 
May  I  add  a  caution  against  using  an  ex- 
cess of  hot  spices,  and  especially  of  capsi- 
cum? The  "true"  Indian  curry  is  repu- 
tedly less  hot  than  its  British  analogues; 
and  experience  shows  that  much  harm  may 
be  done  to  the  digestive  tract  by  frequent 
consumption  of  pungent  substances.  The 
cooks  and  colonels  alluded  to  in  your  pen- 
ultimate sentence  will  do  well  to  bear  this 

fact  in  mind.  Xrayser

N.H.S.  PROBLEMS  DISCUSSED 

A.  REVIEW  of  pharmaceutical  development 
under  the  National  Health  Service  was 
?iven  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  (secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  at  a  meeting 
Df  the  East  Metropolitan  Branch  at  East 
Ham,  London,  E.6,  on  November  1.  He 
5aid  pharmacists  had  been  able  to  cope  with 
:he  increase  in  dispensing  and  there  had 
3een  few  complaints  from  the  public.  The 
'all  in  private  dispensing  had  caused  little 
hardship.  To  Mr,  F.  R.  Maxey,  who  asked 
A'hether  there  would  not  be  a  decrease  in 


the  number  of  small  prescriptions  if  patients 
had  to  pay  a  small  amount  for  each  pre- 
scription, he  pointed  out  that  in  France, 
under  a  similar  scheme,  40  per  cent,  of  pre- 
scriptions were  paid  for ;  such  a  scheme, 
he  thought,  was  not  likely  to  be  adopted 
in  Britain.  Mr.  H,  W.  Goodman  considered 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  repre- 
sentatives had  not  helped  to  establish  the 
position  of  the  qualified  manager  in  rela- 
tion to  the  contract.  Mr.  Linstead  replied 
that  a  stand  taken  by  the  multiple  com- 
panies had  given  the  N.P.U.  little  oppor- 
tunity to  persuade  the  Minister  to  agree 
to  the  original  suggestions  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice.

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PHARMACEUTICAL  PROCESSES  AT  ' 
A  MODERN  LABORATORY

THE  modem  brick- 
built  pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturing 
laboratory  of  Giba  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  situ- 
ated in  some  sixteen  acres  of  gardens,  and 
sports  fields  at  Horsham,  Sussex,  started 
production  under  the  shadow  of  war  in 
September  1939.  The  factory  was  then 
unfinished  (without  doors,  for  example), 
and  was  practically  without  staff,  for  only 
one  girl  from  the  production  side  of  the 
old  London  factory  had  transferred  to 
Horsham.  However,  with  the  initiative  and 
capacity  to  extemporise  of  Mr,  S.  Hudson 
(works  manager),  and  the  willing  help  of 
the  young  people  of  Horsham,  who  were 
recruited  to  the  works  and  trained  from 
scratch,  the  laboratories  developed  steadily 
through  the  war  years,  and  a  number  of 
important  new  medicaments  were  added  to 
the  company's  range.  An  outstanding 
feature  of  this  range  is  a  well-defined  phar- 
macological action,  and  this  probably 
provides  the  key  to  the  layout  and  routine 
of  the  factory. 

Pharmaceutical  Processes 

The  main  door  of  the  factory  opens  into 
a  roof-high  marble  entrance-hall,  out  of 
which  lead  the  staircase  and  lift.  The  faint 
background  noise  of  tablet  machines  reveals 
that  the  front  part  of  the  building  is  con- 
cerned with  the  preparation  and  presenta- 
tion of  dru^s  (the  rear  of  the  building  being 
devoted  chiefly  to  manufacture  of  active 
principles).  The  ampoule  and  tablet  de- 
partments are  particularly  important  to 
the  company,  as  the  therapeutic  principles 
it  handles  are  so  often  prescribed  as  in-

jections,  or  as  tablets, 
The  ampoule  department, 
in  particular,  provided 
opportunity  for  extemporising,  during  the 
early  days  of  scarcity,  apparatus  such  as  ar 
ampoule-filling  pump,  in  use  in  the  depart- 
ment, the  pattern  of  which  has  now 
become  standard  commercially. 

Ampouling 

The  ampouling  process  commences  with 
the  empty  ampoules,  which  are  first  cut 
by  hand  by  a  simple  method — developed 
within  the  factory — that  equals  in  accuracy 
and  surpasses  in  speed  any  machine  so  fai 
tried  there.  After  washing  with  water  oi 
controlled  pn,  the  ampoules  are  indelibly 
labelled  with  the  name  of  the  drug  they 
will  finally  contain.  This  is  done  by  ar 
offset  printing  and  then  by  a  "  burning  ' 
process,  which  sterilises  the  ampoules  a 
the  same  time.  The  pump-filling  and  seal- 
ing process  which  follows  is  conducted 
automatically,  for  large  quantities  oij 
ampoules,  in  an  ingenious  apparatus  ol 
stainless  steel.  The  apparatus,  which  car 
handle  1,500  ampoules  an  hour,  has  three! 
gas  jets  which  pre-heat,  seal  and  cap-sea 
the  ampoules.  For  smaller  batches  a  hand- 
operated  pump  filler  is  used.  The  sealec 
ampoules  are  sterilised  by  autoclaving: 
tested  for  complete  sealing  by  immersion  ir 
a  dye  solution  under  vacuum,  sampled  foi 
chemical  and  sterility  tests,  polished,  anc 
given  a  final  visual  inspection  before  beins 
labelled  with  the  batch  number,  anc 
packed.  Checks  are  made  between  each 
stage  where  possible.  The  solution  for  th( 
ampoules  is  supplied  by  workers  in  thei 
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preparation  laboratory  under  the  super- 
vision of  pharmacists.  For  certain  solutions 
polyvinyl  chloride  tubing  has  been  found 
particularly  useful. 

A  new  screw-type  emulsifying  machine, 
which  may  be  lowered  into  heated  oint- 
ment pans,  simplifies  the  production  of 
ointments  of  sex  hormones.  The  ointments 
are  packed  into  tubes  and  sealed  by  hand- 
operated  mechanism.  Tablets,  like  the 
other  pharmaceutical  preparations,  are 
made  under  spotlessly  clean  conditions. 

Manufacturing  Processes 

The  Cibazol  (sulphathiazole)  plant,  in  the 
rear  of  the  building,  is  notable  for  the  wide 
use  it  makes  of  heat-resisting  glass  for  pipe- 
lines— a  feature  which  is  being  applied 
throughout  the  whole  factory.  Columns  and 
heads  of  iron,  for  example,  are  being  re- 
placed by  apparatus  made  of  resistant  glass, 
and  bolted  through  a  shock-absorbing  mani- 
fold direct  to  metal. 

For  the  manufacture  of  Cibazol,  dichloro- 
diethyl  ether  has  first  to  be  prepared. 
Owing  to  the  fire  danger  from  ether  and  to 
the  lachrymatory  nature  of  the  product,  the 
chlorination  of  the  ether  is  carried  out  in 
a  building  remote  from  the  main  factory.

The  plant  which  is  made  up  of  units  em- 
bodying 50-litre  heat-resisting  glass  flasks, 
is  a  masterpiece  of  extemporisation,  and 
has  been  evolved  directly  from  laboratory 
methods.  The  whole  apparatus  is'  self- 
contained,  and  provision  is  made  for  exam- 
ining the  products  without  exposing  them 
!to  the  atmosphere  while  chlorination  is  in 
Iprocess.   The  plant  is  enclosed  in  a  glass 
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Part  of  the  ether  chlorination  plant  seen  through 
a  panel  of  ultra-violet-light  transmitting  glass.  On 
the  extreme  left  ma/  be  seen  one  of  the  u.v. -light 
generators. 


cabinet  so  that  during  the  process  the 
atmosphere  of  the  building  is  free  from  any 
trace  of  ether  or  of  the  lachrymatory  pro- 
duct. The  lower  panels  of  the  cabinet  are 
of  glass  that  admits  ultra-violet  rays  from 
generators  placed  outside  and  focused  on 
the  flasks  (see  picture  above).  Ether  vapour 
is  excluded  from  the  generators  by  positive 
pressure  Polyvinyl  chloride  gaskets  are 
used  on  all  joints  of  the  apparatus,  and  the 
cylinders  containing  the  chlorine  are  kept 
adequately  warm  during  the  process  by 
a  constant  stream  of  cold  water.  After  pre- 
liminary purification,  the  chlorinated  pro- 
duct is  vacuum-distilled. 

Vacuum  Separating  Still 

The  air-cooled  separating  still  in  the 
high-vacuum  distillation  room  exemplifies 
the  good  use  to  which  resistant  glass  may  be 
put  for  manufacturing-scale  apparatus.  In- 
corporating an  air-condenser  some  six  feet 
long,  the  still  is  made  entirely  of  resistant 
glass,  and  was  built  to  the  Ciba  laboratory's 
own  design.  The  furnace,  also  made  to 
design,  consists  of  an  electrically  energised 
jacket  heating  with  black  heat  a  20-litre 
resistant-glass  flask. 
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A  view  inside  a  typical  workroom  at  the  factory,  showing  in  particular,  the  light  and  airy  conditions. i 
The  operatives  are  packaging  ampoules  of  an  anaesthetic. 


Sex  hormones,  more  expensive  than  gold, 
are  manufactured  on  a  smaller  scale.  Trays 
of  large  detached  crystals  of  synthetic 
hormones  may  be  seen  drying  in  laboratory- 
scale  ovens. 

The  processes  described  and  the  many 
others  conducted  at  the  factory  (including, 
for  example,  the  manufacture  of  Antistin) 
have  been  simplified  by  using  throughout 
the  metric  system,  which  the  young  opera- 
tives soon  learn.  The  routine  of  the  works 
is  helped  also  physically  by  an  abundant 
supply  of  soft  water  obtained  from  the 
factory's  own  bore  hole,  some  250  feet  deep, 
which  taps  supplies  from  the  Tunbridge 
Wells  beds. 

Studied  Working  Conditions 

Much  of  the  quiet  efficiency  of  the  factory 
is  due  to  the  obvious  happiness  of  the  staff 
in  their  work,  a  factor  in  which  the  man- 
agement takes  justifiable  pride.  While  this 
commendable  spirit  is  probably  due  in  part 
to  the  amenities  and  conditions  at  the 
factory,  such  as  payment  during  illness, 
sports  activities,  canteen  services,  etc.,  it 
probably  reflects  also  the  special  study  that 
the  management  has  given  to  such  problems 
as  "  job  break-down,"  "  job  instruction," 
and  "staff  relations."  Among  the  notable 
features  in  the  construction  of  the  building 
is  the  echo-reducing  ceilmgs.  which  are 
made  of  a  material  that  significantly  re- 
duces general  factory  noises. 


A  tribute  to  the  good  name  of  the 
British  branch  of  Messrs.  Ciba  is  that,, 
despite  the  lapsing  of  certain  patents,  the 
demand  from  home  and  abroad  for  the 
factory's  preparations  continues  to  increase.

Education 

Mr.  a.  a.  Meldrum,  who  presented  the 
minutes  of  the  Committee  in  the  absence  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Education  Committee 
(Mr.C.  W.Maplethorpe)  said  that  six  special 
applications  in  respect  of  examination  regu- 
lations had  been  granted.  Messrs.  Tristram 
and  Heseltine  had  been  present  by  invita- 
tion of  the  chairman  when  applications  of 
two  persons  born  abroad  (see  C.  &  D., 
November  20,  p.  672)  were  again  considered 
by  the  committee  ;  after  full  discussion  the 
candidate  from  Czechoslovakia  was  granted 
exemption  from  the  first  year  of  the  two- 
year  final  course,  subject  to  his  passing  the 
Society's  Intermediate  examination  in  or 
before  July  1949.  In  the  other  case  the 
previous  decision  was  confirmed.  Applica- 
tions for  approval  of  premises  from  the 
Royal  Northern  Hospital,  London,  from 
Clatterbridge  General  Hospital,  Ches, 
and  from  the  manufacturing  laboratory  of 
Wyleys,  Ltd.,  Coventry,  were  approved. 
Approval  was  also  granted  to  the  Bolton 
municipal  technical  college  for  a  course  of 
study  for  the  Society's  Intermediate  exam- 
ination. 

The  secretary  was  asked  to  prepare  a 
report  on  the  man-power  situation,  to  be 
considered  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  was  noted  that  negotiations  between 
the  Society  and  the  University  of  London 
on  terms  for  the  taking  over  of  the  Bruns- 
wick Square  building  by  the  University 
were  in  an  advanced  stage. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

The  Executive's  report  on  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  stated  that  an 
invitation  from  the  Glasgow  and  South-wes. 
tern  Scottish  Branch  to  hold  the  Confer- 
ence meeting  in  Glasgow  in  1950  (instead 
of  1 951)  had  been  accepted  with  pleasure; 
September  12  had  been  mentioned  as  a 
likely  opening  date,  A  detailed  report  from 
the  Brighton  local  committee  on  the  1948 
Conference  showed  that  387  full  books  of 
tickets,  and  fifty-eight  day  tickets  had  been 
used.  Twenty-six  young  pharmacists  or 
members  of  the  Conference  had  been  assis^ 
ted  to  attend.  The  Council  decided  to  alio- 
cate  £500  for  similar  facilities  in  1949. 
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University  Perplexities 

[ARMACEUTiCAL  education  in  Great 
itain  is  so  increasingly  associated  with

146.  About  three-fourths  of  the  report  is 
voted  to  post-war  problems. 
The  Committee  shows,  with  the  aid  of 
itistics,  that  financial  stringency,  though 
rious,  is  not  the  main  difficulty  confront- 
g  the  universities.  We  should  perhaps  be 
er-simplifying  if  we  intimated  that  all 
e  difficulties  specified  arise  from  over- 
owding.  That  feature  will  serve,  bow- 
er, as  a  point  of  departure  for  this  brief 
rvey  of  a  masterly  report;  and  we  may 
insider  it  in  two  aspects — as  it  affects  the 
idents,  and  as  it  affects  the  professors 
id  tutors.    First,  then,  present  and  pros- 


pective students  should  not  expect,  for 
some  time  to  come,  the  facilities  and  ameni- 
ties hitherto  usual  in  undergraduate  life. 
The  ratio  of  staff  to  students  is  certain  to 
suffer;  shortage  of  accommodation  for  dis- 
cussion groups  and  individual  tuition  is 
another  drawback.  The  report  states : 

"  In  some  universities  there  is  no  room 
in  Union  or  Library  for  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  students;  the  present  shortage 
of  books  adds  further  to  the  pressure  on 
the  libraries.  At  many  universities  there 
are,  every  day,  long  queues  waiting  for 
places  in  refectories  .  .  .  .  " 
The  housing  of  students  is,  as  might  have 
been  expected,  another  serious  problem.  At 
Oxford  and  Cambridge,  for  instance,  "  the 
search  for  undergraduate  lodgings  extends 
far  into  the  surrounding  countryside,"  and 
in  one  Oxford  college  temporary  huts  have 
been  erected  in  the  quadrangle.  Halls  of 
residence  are  favoured  by  the  Committee : 
they  will,  of  course,  be  expensive,  and  will 
take  a  long  time  to  erect. 

Heavy  Demands  on  Staff 

The  difficulties  confronting  the  staff  are 
not  less  onerous.  The  average  age  of  tea- 
chers is  probably  too  low;  the  lack  of 
private  rooms  militates  against  efficient 
tuition;  library  accommodation  is  restric- 
ted; salaries  are  often  lower  than  they 
should  be.  Another  handicap  is  the  heavy 
demand  made  by  administrative  duties  on 
the  time  of  responsible  members  of  college 
staffs.  In  many  cases  they  have  little  or  no 
time  for  research.  Taking  these  factors  into 
account,  it  is  clear  that  great  efforts  will 
be  needed  if  undergraduates  are  to  receive 
the  full  benefit  of  the  education  that  only 
universities  can  give,  and  if  a  general  lower- 
ing of  standards  is  to  be  avoided. 

Looking  to  the  future,  the  Committee 
warns  graduates  against  over-valuing  re- 
search, either  for  its  own  sake  or  as  a  step 
to  promotion.  It  is  reassuring  to  find  that 
no  danger  of  State  interference  is  appre- 
hended, though  the  proportion  of  univer- 
sity income  derived  from  the  Exchequer 
has  increased  in  recent  years.  The  danger 
feared,  or  suspected,  is  more  subtle — "  the 
risk  of  a  diminished  vigour  in  academic 
life,"  Awareness  of  this  danger  should  put 
university  authorities  on  their  guard. 
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A  French  Finding  on  Fluorides 

Since  the  "  British  Medical  Journal " 
recommended  (see  C.  &  D.,  1944. 1. 444) 
that  a  proportion  of  soluble  fluoride  should 
be  included  in  dentifrices,  little  more  has 
been  heard  of  the  suggestion.  So  far  as  is 
known,  no  manufacturer  of  tooth-pastes 
has  modified  his  formula  in  that  way.  Pos- 
sibly the  practical  difficulties  (of  localising 
the  product  to  areas  in  which  there  was 
no  objection  on  the  ground  of  an  existing 
excess  of  fluorine  in  the  drinking  water) 
proved  too  great.  Whatever  the  cause,  it 
is  perhaps  fortunate  that  no  action  was 
taken  by  the  manufacturers,  for  a  warning 
is  given  by  a  French  dentist  of  risks  that 
attend  the  oral  use  of  fluorides.  Barrieu 
("  rinformation  Dentaire,"  xxx.  308,  ab- 
stracted by  the  "  British  Dental  Journal  ") 
points  out  that,  while  the  amount  of 
sodium  fluoride  contained  in  tooth-pastes 
containing  fluorides  is  too  small  to  justify 
a  claim  that  the  preparations  are  effective 
as  topical  remedies,  particles  of  the  chemi- 
cal may  easily  remain  between  the  teeth 
and  be  swallowed.  The  author  enumerates 
from  his  own  experience  symptoms  due  to 
accumulation  of  fluorine  in  the  system. 
Among  them  are  rapid  loss  of  flesh,  mus- 
cular stiffness,  cachexia,  and  nervous  de- 
generation. Though  the  last  are  slow  to 
make  their  appearance,  autopsies  reveal 
bones  are  livid  in  appearance,  porous, 
friable  and  fragile  but  not  softened  (a  dif- 
ferent diagnosis  from  osteomalacia).  Not 
only  workers  in  factories  where  fluorine  is 
used  but  also  dwellers  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  factories  seem  to  be  affected.  Fluorine 
enters  the  teeth,  states  Barrieu,  by  way  of 
the  interprismatic  substance  of  the  enamel 
and  may  affect  the  dentine  and  the  pulp 
and  cause  disturbances. 

An  Antiviral  Sulphonamide? 

Should  a  sulphonamide  compound  be 
found  that  is  effective  against  a  virus  dis- 
ease, chemotherapy  would  take  a  new  and 
important  turn.  A  start  in  this  direction 
appears  to  have  been  made,  if  work  done 
by  Sanders  and  others  at  the  Columbia 
University  is  confirmed,  for  they  have 
successfully  used  the  sodium  salt  of  N-(2 
thiazolyl) -phenol  sulphonamide  against  a 
virulent  strain  of  mouse  poliomyelitis.  In

experiments  on  300  mice  the  compoil 
was  found  effective  against  100  times 
LD50   the   test   virus,   provided  that 
traperitoneal     administration    was  cc 
menced  within  twenty-four  hours  of 
fection.

The  establishment  on  September  i,  igi 
of  the  World  Health  Organisation  as 
permanent  specialised  agency  of  the  Unii 
Nations  will  go  down  in  history  as  a  lai 
mark  in  man's  fight  against  disease, 
its  universal  character,  W.H.O.  is  in 
position  to  bring  about  that  world-wi 
co-operation  which  is  essential  if  the  bet 
health  standards  of  the  more  advanc 
countries  are  not  to  be  undermined  by  i 
healthy  conditions  elsewhere.  The  fif 
six  nations  that  have  signed  the  constii 
tion  of  the  Organisation  recognise  th 
like  security  and  peace,  health  is  indi 
sible.  They  have,  in  fact,  by  approving 
definition  of  health  as  "  a  state  of  co: 
plete  physical,  mental  and  social  well-bei 
and  not  merely  the  absence  of  disease 
infirmity,"  shown  a  determination  to  apf 
new,  revolutionary  methods  to  the  soluti 
of  the  world's  health  problems.  Frevio 
international  measures  in  the  field  of  pu 
lie  health  were  purely  defensive  in  kii 
and  limited  in  scope.  They  must  be  co 
sidered  out-dated.  If  the  prevalent  scourg 
are  to  be  eradicated  they  must  be  attacki 
relentlessly  but  with  patience,  courage  ai 
imagination.  The  World  Health  Organis 
tion  is  prepared  to  meet  that  challeng 
Plans  now  being  worked  out  will  do  mu( 
to  limit  the  ravages  of  disease.

As 
soon  as  he  had  a 
business  of  his  own 
he  resolved  that 
only  drugs  and 
medicines  of  the 
finest  quality  ob- 
tainable would  be 
sold  and  dispensed 
in  his  shop,  and 
behind  the  shop  he 
established  his  own 
manufacturing  lab- 
oratory to  make 
himself  indepen- 
dent of  sources  of  supply  that  were 
not  always  above  reproach.  (The  labora- 
tory, originally  an  adjunct  of  the  retail 
shop,  grew  considerably  over  the  years 
and  eventually  vied  in  importance  with  the 
Oxford  Street  dispensing  practice.  The 
modern  factory  at  Sydenham,  illustrated 
above,  is  its  counterpart  today.) 

From  1798  until  the  present  company 
was  incorporated  in  1909,  the  firm  had  a 
succession  of  partners  and  proprietors.  All 
earned  their  positions  the  hard  way,  begin- 
ning as  apprentices  or  assistants.  The  history 


Jacob  Bell  1810-1859 
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of  the  company  is 
firmly  entwined 
with  that  of 
the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  many  of 
its  members  hav- 
ing served  on  the 
Society's  Council 
and  held  its  highest 
offices. 

Perhaps  the  most 
famous  was  Ja-cob 
Bell,  John  Bell's 
elder  son  (born 
i8io),  who  began 
in  the  business  as 
an  apprentice,  shar- 
ing all  the  daily 
chores  of  the  other 
apprentices.  In 
1836  (the  firm  was 
then  known  as  John 

Bell  &  Co.)  he,  with  his  younger  brother 
Frederick  John,  was  taken  into  partnership 
with  the  father.  The  story  of  his  efforts,  in- 
side and  outside  Parliament,  to  help  his  fel- 
low chemists,  and  of  his  part  in  the  founding 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  is  too  well 
known  to  need  retelling  here.  His  fame  in 
public  life  has  tended  to  overshadow  his 
work  as  a  man  of  science  and  a  skilled 
pharmacist.  Besides  actively  promoting  the 
welfare  and  the  scientific  interests  of  his

In  1908  it  was  decided  that  the  wholesale

W.  Lucas  (who  had  then  been  a  partner 
h  Mr.  Walter  Hills  for  some  years)  and  J. 
lart  Hills  as  joint  managing  directors. 


(The  retail  side  of  the  business  was  con- 
tinued as  a  separate  concern,  John  Bell  & 
Croyden,  Wigmore  Street,  but  some 
years  later  all  connection  between  the  com- 
panies was  severed).  After  a  few  months  the 
company  moved  to  much  larger  premises  in 
Tower  Bridge  Road  (there  is  now  a  cinema 
on  the  site  of  the  old  pharmacy,  but  the 
shop-front  is  preserved  in  the  Wellcome 
historical  museum).  Seven  of  the  men  who 
took  part  in  the  move  from  Oxford  Street 
are  still  with  the  company  (see  illustration). 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1914-,  Mr.  J. 
Stuart  Hills  served  first  in  the  anti-aircraft 
defence  of  London  and  later  with  the 
R.N.V.R.  In  1 9 15,  however,  he  was  recalled 
by  the  War  Office  to  Tower  Bridge  Road, 
where,  on  the  initiative  of  Mr.  Lucas,  the 
company  was  engaged  on  the  manufacture 
of  anti-gas  respirators. 

War-time  experience  paved  the  way  for 
new  developments,  particularly  in  the  pro- 
duction of  packed  drugs  and  specialities.  In 
post-war  years  growth  was  steady  and  con- 
tinuous, and  eventually  the  company  out- 
grew its  premises  in  Tower  Bridge  Road. 
On  a  freehold  site  at  Lower  Sydenham,  con- 
veniently adjacent  to  the  railway,  a  modern 
factory  was  specially  built  and  in  1938  the 
company  made  its  second  big  move.  (An 
illustrated  account  of  the  new  factory 
appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.,  1939. 1. 479). 

Not  long  before  the  recent  war,  but  in 
time  to  take  part  in  the  move  to  Sydenham, 
a  fourth  generation  of  the  Hills  family 
joined  the  business — Mr.  W.  Hyde  Hills, 
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Chemists'  orders  receive  their  final  checking 
before  being  packed.  Outside,  against  the 
loading  dock,  the  delivery  vans  are  vifaiting. 
Within  half  an  hour  the  whole  bench  will 
have  been  cleared  and  work  started  on  a 
fresh  batch  of  orders. 

B.A.,  A.R.I.C.  (son  of  Mr.  J.  Stuart  Hills). 
Mr.  W.  H.  Hills,  who  held  a  commission  m 
the  Royal  Artillery  (Territorials)  before  the 
war,  saw  war  service  in  Tunisia  and 
Sicily  as  a  regimental  officer,  and  in  Italy 
and  Greece  as  brigade  major. 

When  he  returned  to  the  company  after 
his  war  service  (for  which  he  received  the 
M.B.E.)  Mr.  W.  Hyde  Hills  was  made  a 
director.  The  present  directors  are  as  fol- 
lows: — Mr.  J,  StuE-rt  Hills  is  chairman  and 
managing  director.  A  vigorous  sixty-nine, 
he  is  much  in  evidence  at  Sydenham,  but 
manages  also  to  find  time  for  many  other 
activities  (notably  photography,  specialising 
in  colour  and  stereoscopic  work).  He  is  also 
a  trustee  of  the  Association  of  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry.  Mr.  W.  Hyde  Hills  is 
secretary  of  the  company  and  in  addition 
to  acting  as  buyer  is  carrying  out  a  scheme 
of  reorganisation  for  speeding  and  simpli- 
fying the  progress  of  orders  through  the 
building.  (A  fifth  generation  of  the  family 
is  represented  by  Mr.  W.  Hyde  Hills'  infant 
son,  aged  nearly  one  year).  Mr.  H.  B. 
Stevens,  O.B.E.,  F.R.I.G.,  Ph.G.  (now  re- 
tired), who  joined  the  company  in  Oxford 
Street  days,  was  appointed  to  the  board  in 
1922.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  design 
and  layout  of  the  new  factory.  (Mr.  L.  H. 
Hensman,  Ph.G.,  another  Oxford  Street 
man,  who  also  became  a  director  in  1922, 
died  in  1944).  Mr.  H.  J.  Gowley,  Ph.G., 
supervises  the  sales  organisation  (he  was  the 
company's  senior  representative  when  elec-

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CHEMICAL  SUBSTANCES  OF  THE  1948  B.P.

The  introduction  during  the  war  of  the 
many  Addenda,  he  said,  served  to  antici- 
pate many  of  the  alterations  to  the  B.P., 
1932.  When  compared  with  the  B.P.,  1932, 
taken  with  its  Addenda,  the  1948  addition 
was  not  startlingly  new.  The  inclusion  in 
the  Appendices  of  the  pharmacopoeia  of 
standards  and  tests  for  materials  used  in  the 
tests,  was,  however  a  notable  innovation. 
The  tests  recognised  any  specific  essential 
requirements.  A.R.  standards  were  often 
not  essential  and  the  B.P.  reagents  should 
be  cheaper.  "  Organic  spot  tests  "  had  also 
been  introduced  into  the  qualitative  tests 
for  metals.  Al,  Sb,  Bi,  Fe+  +  +  ,  Pb,  Mg  and 
Ag  were  covered  and  the  tests  chosen  were 
reasonably  specific.  The  idea  had  been 
applied  conservatively  and  would  probably 
be  extended  in  the  future.

No  new  monographs  for  the  barbiturates 
are  introduced,  but  the  official  compounds 
illustrate  the  variants.  Barbitone,  pheno- 
barbitone  and  methylphenobarbitone  are  of 
the  long-duration  type ;  pentobarbitone  is 
of  shorter  duration ;  hexobarbitone  and 
thiopentone  sodium  of  very  short  duration. 
Barbitone,  phenobarbitone  and  pentobarbi- 
tone are  derived  from  urea ;  methyl-pheno- 
barbitone  and  hexobarbitone  from  methyl 
urea;  and  thiopentone  from  thiourea.  The 
name  methylphenobarbitone  replaces 
"  phemitone,"  to  avoid  confusion  with 
phenytoin.  Phenytoin  sodium,  a  cyclic 
ureide  derived  from  hydantoin,  is  mainly 
used  for  epilepsy.  The  number  of  carbon 
atoms  in  the  side  chains  of  the  useful  bar- 
biturates is  never  less  than  four,  or  more 
than  eight.

On  reduction  it  yields 
X-oestradiol  from  which  are  derived  the  two 
esters,  which  have  substantially  the  same 
physiological  action  as  cestrone  but  are  ad- 
ministered almost  exclusively  by  intra- 
muscular injection. 

Oestrogens  and  Androgens 

The  relationship  of  the  synthetic  oestro- 
gens  one  to  the  other  is  shown  above. 
Hexoestrol  is  less  prone  to  cause  nausea  and 
vomiting  than  stilboestrol.  The  androgens 
act  as  antagonists  to  the  oestrogens.  Testo- 
sterone propionate  is  inactive — though 
methyltestosterone  is  active — by  mouth.  A 
common  practice  is  to  give  an  initial  injec- 
tion of  testosterone  and  maintain  treatment 
with  methyltestosterone  given  orally.  A 
similar  relationship  exists  between  proges- 
terone, the  hormone  of  the  corpus  luteum 
(inactive)  and  ethisterone  (active  by  mouth). 

Deoxycortone  acetate  (Doca),  a  hormone 
from  the  suprarenal  gland,  is  used  in  partial 
replacement  therapy  in  Addison's  disease. 
It  is  administered  intramuscularly  as  an 
oily  injection,  or  by  implantation.  The 
hormone  is  not  entirely  effective  in  itself 
and  at  times  of  crisis  it  is  essential  to  admin- 
ister corticosterone. 

Two  substances  that  inhibit  the  synthesis 
of  the  thyroid  hormone  are  introduced : 
thiouracil  and  methylthiouracil,  the  latter 
being  the  least  toxic.  Used  in  hyperthyroid- 
ism, both  reduce  the  metabohc  rate.  The 
only  new  arsenical  is  carbarsone  (/>-carba- 
midophenylarsonic  acid)  which  contains 
about  28.5  per  cent.,  and  is  used  for 
intestinal  amoebiasis. 

Proflavine  hemisulphate,  the  /)h  of  a  4  per 
cent,  solution  of  which  in  water  is  6-8,  re- 
places the  previous  proflavine.  The  hemi- 
sulphate is  much  nearer  neutral.  One  of  the 
synonyms  is  proflavine,  and  the  salt  must

Dicoumarol  (3:3'  methylen' 
bis-4-hydroxycoumarin)  is  a  synthetic  sul 
stance  capable  of  producing  the  same  effect 
but  its  clinical  action  is  delayed  for  at  lea!

I 
ink  most  fair-minded  chemists  will  readily 
mit  that  the  reputable  and  established 
Lveller  has  been  and  is  ready  to  accom- 
odate himself  to  circumstcnces  and 
range  his  calls  to  suit  his  customers — 
trol  allowing.  It  is  not  long  since  travel- 
's were  greeted  with  "  Why  don't  you 


come  round  oftener?  "  During  the  difficult 
supply  times  they  did — as  most  chemists 
will  admit — a  good  job  in  giving  fair  dis- 
tribution. It  seems  rather  early  to  forget 
those  services.  After  many  years  on  the 
road,  I  can  say  in  all  truth  that  the  busy 
chemist  who  has  built  up  a  really  good 
business  has  always  found  the  time  to  inter- 
view travellers  from  reputable  houses  with 
friendly  courtesy  and  without  indulging  in 
the  off-hand  treatment  that  has  become 
prevalent  of  late.

Plight  of  Employee  Pharmacists 

Sir, — Your  report  of  a  discussion  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Harrow  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  (C  &  D.,  December  4, 
p.  742)  raises  issues  that  call  for  comment. 
Mr.  Connelly's  remarks  on  the  Joint  Indus- 
trial Council  are  interesting,  seeing  that  he 
represents  employee  pharmacists  on  that 
body.  But  it  has  to  be  realised  that  the 
whole  set-up  of  the  J.LC.  was  the  effect 
of  regarding  the  pharmacist  as  the  keeper 
of  a  shop — professional  aspects  were  sub- 
merged. In  consequence,  the  Society  is  not 
represented  on  the  J.I.G. ;  in  status  the 
pharmacist  is  put  on  a  par  with  a  grocer's 
manager  or  assistant ;  and  rates  of  pay 
under  the  J.LC.  agreement  are  "  farcical 
and  lacking  in  reality."  As  one  who  has 
had  access  to  the  minutes  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee, I  cannot  agree  with  the  statement 
that  "  by  torpedoing  the  Joint  Committee 
the  N.P.U.  had  placed  the  management  of 
pharmaceutical  affairs  outside  the  hands  of 
the  pharmacist."  The  principal  factors  in 
the  "  disjointment "  were,  first,  the  strained 
atmosphere  that  developed  between  No.  17 
and  Queen  Square,  and  secondly,  a  hck  of 
perspective  in  the  claim  for  parity  with  the 
proprietors  put  forward  by  an  employee 
delegate.  It  became  inevitable  that  N.P.U. 
delegates,  visualising  what  lay  ahead, 
should  hold  their  emergency  meeting:  the 
rest  is  history.  In  my  view,  the  call  for  a 
joint  council  of  existing  employee  organisa- 
tions is  unrealistic,  for  trade-union  members 
will  remain  subject  to  their  union  execu- 
tive, while  employee  pharmacists  outside 
the  group  will  be  required  to  embrace  prin- 
ciples that  may  be  contrary  to  their  real 
views.

U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

New  York,  December  3 

A  FURTHER  reduction  in  Alcohol  prices 
occurred  last  week.  Alcohol  is  now  in 
abundant  supply  and  has  fallen  a  total  of 
21  cents  per  gall.,  and  the  general  opinion 
is  that  the  decline  will  go  still  further. 
The  natural  ester  Solvents  and  other 
derivatives  of  eth3^1  alcohol  have  followed 
the  price  changes  in  alcohol  and  are  now 
said  to  have  reached  a  point  where  they 
are  competitive  with  synthetically  pro- 
duced materials.  Reflecting  the  increased 
domestic  supply  no  fixed  fourth  quarter 
export  quotas  for  Glycerin  will  be  estab- 
lished. 

The  U.S.  Oflfice  of  International  Trade 
has  placed  Ginseng  and  Podophyllum 
roots  together  with  many  unspecified  crude 
drugs,  herbs,  leaves  and  roots  on  the  list  of 
goods  which  may  be  exported  from  the 
country  without  an  export  licence.  The 
exceptions  to  the  new  ruling  are  Bella- 
donna leaves  and  root ;  Coca  leaves ; 
Ergot  ;  Digitalis  leaves  and  seeds ; 
Nux  vomica  ;  flowering  Stramonium  tops 
and  dried  root ;  and  Pyrethrum  root. 
It  was  stated  that  the  additions  to  the 
free  list  were  "  currently  in  free  supply 
and  export  shipment  of  these  goods  to  any 
destination  will  not  interfere  with  the 
furtherance  of  U.S.  foreign  policy."  The 
market  has  been  extremely  inactive  with 
replacement  purchasing  almost  non-exis- 
tent. 

Activity  on  the  Essential  Oils  market 
has  seasonally  declined,  though  it  is  pointed 
out  that  little  business  has  been  reported  on 
the  market  for  several  weeks.  Few  devel- 
opments were  reported  from  prima«-y 
sources,  European  oils  remaining  dull  and 
Far  Eastern  products  becoming  slightly 
firmer.
